Sitting  in  Reitz  Arena  for  the 
Designation  Change  ceremony,  I 
couldn’t  help  but  wonder  how  the 
speakers  were  going  to  try  to 
advocate  a name  change  that  so 
many  students  and  alumni  were 
opposed  to.  The  thought  of  a 
celebration  of  something  that  so 
many  seemed  resistant,  and  even 
bitter,  towards  felt  strange  to  me. 
After  the  ceremony,  the  charming 
name,  Loyola  College  in  Maryland, 
would  cease  to  exist. 

Nevertheless,  Father  Linnane’s 
speech  really  got  things  going.  I 
heard  in  his  speech  many  things 
about  Loyola  for  the  first  time. 
Around  the  time  of  World  War  I 
and  World  War  II,  there  was  talk  of 
Loyola  closing  because  the 
enrollment  was  so  low  due  to  the 
draft.  Then,  there  was  a great  deal  of 


controversy  in  1973,  when  women 
were  first  admitted  to  Loyola.  This 
was  another  change  that  was  met 
with  opposition.  Reverend  Joseph 
Sellinger  included.  However,  he  said 
in  hindsight  that  it  was  one  of  the 
best  things  that  has  ever  happened  to 
Loyola.  This  school  that  we  are  all  a 
part  of  has  so  much  history  — and 
this  history  goes  far  beyond  just  its 
name. 

A change  of  pace  occurred  with 
a video  presentation  after  the 
President’s  speech.  The  piano  music 
— solemn,  yet  inspiring  — gave  me 
sudden  chills.  Pictures  from 
Loyola’s  beginnings  in  1852  up  until 
today  filled  the  screen,  providing  a 
visual  parallel  to  some  of  the 
milestones  Father  Linnane  spoke  of. 
However,  it  was  the  interview  with 
Jere  Hamill,  a member  of  the  class  of 


1944,  that  was  quite  poignant  and 
memorable,  despite  the  simplicity  of 
his  statement:  “I’m  proud  that  I 
went  to  Loyola.”  Then  a phrase 
flashed  on  the  screen  word  by  word: 
“We  will  evolve  by  staying  true  to  a 
motto  that  will  never  change:  Strong 
Truths  WellLivedT 

Though  the  title  may  change, 
we  are  aU  members  of  the  school, 
which  in  1852  became  to  first 
institution  of  higher  education  to 
bear  the  name  of  St.  Ignatius  of 
Loyola.  Through  the  change  in 
name  from  Loyola  College  in 
Maryland  to  Loyola  University 
Maryland,  we  recommit  to  our  past 
promises  of  staying  true  to  the  ideals 
of  the  St.  Ignatius  of  Loyola  and  the 
Jesuit  tradition.

When  did  you  realize  you  wanted  to 
become  a lawyer,  and  why? 

My  parents  died  when  I was  young,  and  as  a 
result  there  was  a need  for  some  legal 
proceedings  to  determine  my  custody. 

Although  I now  know  this  was  a routine  matter 
for  a court,  going  to  the  courthouse  and 
speaking  to  the  judge  was  a really  big  deal  for 
me  (as  a 1 2-year-old).  I distinctly  recall  how 
big  the  courtroom  felt  and  how  powerful  the 
judge  seemed  to  me.  From  that  moment  on,  I 
was  fascinated  by  the  tremendous  impact  that 
our  judicial  system  can  have  on  the  lives  of 
ordinary  people. 

What  is  the  most  memorable  cose  that 
you've  worked  on? 

Many  cases  have  particularly  unique  and 
memorable  moments,  such  as  taking  testimony 
in  London  under  the  provisions  of  the  Hague 
Convention  only  to  be  interrupted  for  "tea 
time;"  trying  a case  to  a jury  while  I was  eight 
months  pregnant;  and  being  used  in  a jury  trial 
to  demonstrate  police  restraint  techniques  by  a 
client,  a 6-foot  tall  state  trooper,  who  was 
accused  of  using  excessive  force.  There  is, 
however,  one  case  that  stands  out  because  we 
crafted  an  unprecedented  settlement  to  provide 
education  and  medical  care  to  an  alleged 
victim  of  physical  abuse  while  in  foster  care.  It 
is  especially  memorable  to  me  because  it 
represents  how  law,  negotiation,  and  creativity 
can  be  used  to  bring  about  a truly  good  result 
for  everyone  involved. 

Is  there  anything  that  you  are  most 
passionate  about  in  your  line  of  work? 

I am  passionate  about  using  the  law  to  protect 
persons  in  our  society  who  are  least  capable  of 
protecting  themselves. 

What  is  your  current  position? 

Since  2002,  I have  served  as  a Special 
Assistant  to  the  Attorney  General  of  Maryland 
and  am  responsible  for  enforcing  public  health 
and  consumer  laws  relating  to  tobacco  and 
alcohol,  as  well  as  promoting  Internet  safety. 
What  are  some  of  your  hobbies? 

My  family;  and  I love  to  travel.  When  time 
permits,  I quilt. 

Was  this  your  first  teaching  experience? 
Why  Loyola? 

I had  been  a law  school  guest  lecturer  from 
time  to  time  but  this  was  my  first  time  as  an 
Affiliate  Instructor.  I really  enjoyed  my  students 
and  benefited  greatly  from  Department  Chair 
Andrea  Giampetro-Meyer.  I look  forward  to 
teaching  at  Loyola  again.  I chose  to  teach  law 
in  Loyola's  Business  School  because  I had  just 
received  my  MBA  from  Loyola,  and  was 
extremely  impressed  with  the  business  program. 


THE  LAW  & SOCIAL 
RESPONSIBILITY  DEPARTMENT 

The  Law  and  Social 
Responsibility  Department, 
chaired  by  Dr.  Andrea  Giampetro- 
Meyer,  gives  students  a chance  to 
explore  legal  and  ethical  rules  that 
will  guide  their  future  behaviors  as 
leaders.  Required  for  all  business 
students,  the  Legal  Environment  of 
Business  course  teaches  students 
about  basic  legal  terms  as  well  as 
legal  rights  and  requirements  by 
engaging  students  in  classroom 
debates  and  discussions  on  past  and 
present  cases  and  issues.  The 
department  also  offers  Special 
Topics  in  Law,  which  allows 
students  to  investigate  specific  legal 
topics  more  in-depth.  This  past 
year  these  topics  have  included 
Sports  Law,  Labor  Pdghts, 
Environmental  Law  and  Policy, 
and  Spirituality  and  Business. 

The  department  focuses  on 
justice  issues  in  addition  to  offering 
diversity  and  service  learning 
sections  that  aid  in  students’ 
understanding  of  how  legal  issues 
and  oppression  are  prevalent  in 
today’s  world.  At  this  year’s  fourth 
annual  Law  and  the  City  Panel, 
during  Loyola’s  Outside-In  Week, 
the  panel  focused  on  a cleaner, 
greener  Baltimore  City.  The 
department  also  hosts  an  Ethics 
Week  during  the  spring  semester. 
With  the  faculty,  most  of  whom 
are  attorneys,  and  the  guests  that 
the  Law  and  Social  Responsibihty 
Department  brings  to  Loyola, 
students  are  given  a chance  to  learn 
from  accomplished  men  and 
women  who  are  willing  to  help 
students  find  a career  path, 
answering  any  questions  that  may 
arise  today  or  in  the  future.

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Doesn’t  everyone  dream  of  being  a 
contestant  on  a game  show  where  you 
could  win  a million  dollars?  Would  you 
answer  the  questions  correctly?  How 
nervmus  wmuld  you  be?  This  past  year, 
my  dream  became  reality  when  1 
became  a contestant  on  “Who  Wants  to 
be  a Millionaire.”  Not  only  was  I on  the 
prime  time  version  with  the  original 
television  host  Regis  Philbin,  but  1 was 
also  on  the  daytime  version  with 
Meredith  Vieira.  How  did  my 
experience  feel?  Surreal. 

So,  how  did  1 get  on  the  show 
twice  in  a matter  of  months,  when  1 had 
heard  that  getting  on  a show  like  this 
takes  people  years?  First,  you  have  to 
make  it  past  the  audition  and  the  test. 
This  past  summer  1 went  on 
Millionaire’s  website,  looking  for  tickets 
to  be  in  the  audience  of  the  show.  On 
the  website,  1 noticed  a link  to  submit  a 
1 -2  minute  video  about  yourself  telling 
them  why  you  should  be  a contestant 
on  the  show.  So,  1 sat  in  front  of  my 
Macbook,  and  using  the  Photobooth 
software,  1 recorded  a short  video  about 
myself,  trying  to  be  as  creative  as 
possible  while  explaining  who  1 was. 

The  video  worked.  A few  weeks  later,  I 
got  an  email  saying  1 was  chosen  to  go 
onto  the  next  step  in  which  I would 
have  to  take  an  online  test.  The  10- 
minute  online  test  was  certainly  not 
easy,  but  1 did  my  best.  A few  weeks 
later  1 was  sitting  in  a summer  class  at  a 
local  college  when  my  phone  started 
vibrating.  1 could  see  the  “212”  area 
code  and  knew  that  it  was  the  area  code 
for  New  York  City,  so  1 took  my  phone 
and  ran  out  of  the  room.  Sure  enough, 
it  was  a producer  from  “Millionaire” 
calling  me  to  say  I was  accepted  as  a 
contestant  for  the  two-week  prime  time 
version  with  Regis  Philbin.  Not  only 
was  1 a contestant,  but  1 would  also  get  a 
free  limo  ride  into  New  York  City,  a 
two-night  stay  at  an  upper  West  Side 
hotel,  and  meal  vouchers.  Hands-down, 
best  phone  call  of  my  hfe.  I was  ecstatic. 

Before  I could  go  on  the  show, 
there  were  lots  of  things  to  do.  Most 
importantly,  1 had  to  study  for  my 
economics  and  abnormal  psychology 
finals  and  “Milhonaire.”  1 bought  a 
book  that  covered  topics  from  history, 
sports,  holidays,  geography,  and 
religion.  I also  had  to  buy  an  outfit  that 
was  “MiUionaire-approved.”  This 
meant  no  plain  white  or  black  shirts,  no 
turtlenecks,  no  polka  dot  or  striped 
shirts,  and  no  logos.  1 had  to  choose  my 


phone-a-friends,  get  photos  of  them, 
and  have  them  sign  all  of  the  waivers.  I 
had  to  fill  out  an  18-page  form  all  about 
myself  so  that  the  host  could  ask  me 
interesting  questions  and  learn  more 
about  me. 

A few  weeks  later,  in  early  August, 
a car  service  picked  me  and  my  mom  up 
from  our  Long  Island  home  and  took  us 
to  the  fancy  Lucerne  hotel.  Early  the 
next  day  I met  nine  other  contestants, 
ranging  in  age  from  18  to  65  (I  was  the 
youngest),  from  all  over  of  the  country. 
We  would  be  the  10  who  would 
surround  Regis  Philbin  when  he  asked 
the  “fastest-finger”  question.  The  first 
one  with  the  correct  answer  in  the 
fastest  time  would  move  into  the  “hot 
seat,”  or  the  contestant’s  chair.  For  the 
next  three  hours,  we  practiced  getting 
into  the  hot  seat  and  learned  how  to 
work  our  computer  screen  for  the  fastest 
finger  question.  We  had  more  forms  to 
fill  out  and  had  attorneys  and  public 
relations  people  talk  to  us.  After  lunch, 
we  each  sat  with  the  hair  and  makeup 
team  while  the  live  audience  arrived  in 
the  studio.  We  didn't  meet  Regis  until 
right  before  the  show  began  to  tape,  and 
then  he  went  around  to  each  contestant, 
congratulated  us  on  making  it  to  the 
show,  and  said  a little  something  that  he 
knew  about  us.  When  he  said  hello  to 
me,  he  said  that  he  knew  I was  the 
youngest  contestant  on  the  show.  It  was 
really  cool  to  see  how  a show  is 
produced  and  all  of  the  mistakes  that 
happen  that  we  do  not  see  on  TV.  For 
example,  Regis  accidentally  knocked  a 
glass  of  water  off  of  a table  and  someone 
had  to  come  clean  it  up.  When  the 
taping  began,  the  producers  got  the 
audience  excited  for  the  start  of  the 
show,  and  everyone  was  introduced. 
Then  the  first  fastest  finger  question 
came  up,  and  with  my  nerves  I wasn’t 
fast  enough.  By  the  second  and  third 
fastest  finger  question,  I was  ready  and 
only  missed  making  it  by  milliseconds! 
Fortunately,  they  told  me  I would  be 
placed  back  into  the  contestant  pool  and 
would  possibly  have  a second  chance  to 
appear  on  Meredith  Vieira’s  daytime 
show. 

A few  months  later,  school  had 
started,  and  once  again  my  phone  began 
to  ring  with  that  familiar  “212”  area 
code.  It  was  again  a producer  from 
“Millionaire”  saying  I was  chosen  to  be 
a contestant  to  tape  on  November  11, 
2009,  in  New  York  City.  1 quickly 
agreed,  but  now  I had  to  alert  all  of  my 


Loyola  professors,  which  meant  writing 
papers  earlier  and  making  up  exams.  But 
what  made  it  even  more  special  was  that 
November  1 1 happened  to  be  my  19th 
birthday!  Even  though  I was  nervous 
because  I knew  1 would  definitely  be 
sitting  in  the  hot  seat  that  day,  1 was  a 
little  more  relaxed  because  1 had  been  to 
the  studio  before  and  knew  the  drill. 

1 arrived,  went  through  security, 
and  changed  into  my  Millionaire- 
approved  outfit.  At  this  point,  you  are 
not  allowed  to  have  any  technology 
with  you.  1 got  my  hair  and  makeup 
done  and  ate  lunch.  Unlike  in  August, 
this  time  I actually  was  hungry  and 
chatted  with  the  other  contestants 
backstage  until  Meredith  arrived  from 
taping  “The  Today  Show.”  Finally,  the 
green  room’s  phone  rang  asking  for  me. 
A producer  escorted  me  into  the  studio 
and  I was  placed  “on  deck.”  This  meant 
1 would  be  ready  to  sit  in  the  hot  seat 
once  the  contestant  ahead  of  me  ended 
play.  Then  it  was  my  turn.  There  was 
Meredith  Vieira,  welcoming  me  to  the 
show,  and  she  was  just  as  nice,  if  not 
nicer,  from  what  you  see  on  TV.  She 
even  complimented  me  on  my  shirt, 
asking  where  1 bought  it.  The  first  five 
questions  are  the  most  difficult  because 
if  you  don’t  answer  them  correctly,  you 
go  home  with  no  money.  1 asked  the 
audience  for  help  for  one  question  and 
asked  Terry  Moran,  the  anchor  of 
“Nightline,”  to  help  me  with  another. 
Once  I finished  play,  I was  taken  to  a 
room  called  “the  pay  room,”  where  you 
sign  a few  forms.  Your  official  check  is 
not  sent  to  you  until  your  show  airs. 
What  a relief  it  was  to  have  finally 
appeared  on  the  show  and  won  money! 

I could  not  have  asked  for  a better 
1 9th  birthday!  Afterward,  my  mom  and 
1 went  out  to  celebrate  my  two  very 
special  occasions  and  soon  enough,  1 
was  on  Amtrak  heading  back  to 
Baltimore  for  classes  the  next  day.  At 
first,  it  was  very  weird  going  from  a 
“celebrity”  who  has  a hair  and  makeup 
artist  and  producers,  to  a “college 
student”  in  just  the  span  of  a few  hours! 
Initially  it  was  extremely  hard  not 
telling  my  cousins,  grandparents, 
friends,  and  professors  how  1 did  on  the 
show,  but  my  lips  were  “contractually 
sealed.”  Although  the  check  is  what 
everyone  really  wants,  the  whole 
experience  was  a part  of  my  life  that  1 
will  never  forget.

3,760  miles  and  a whole  ocean  away 
from  Baltimore  can  scare  the  bravest  of 
men,  1 could  not  be  happier  I took  the 
chance  and  opted  to  study  abroad.  Back 
in  August  I reluctantly  left  the  United 
States  and  headed  east  into  the  foreign 
land  of  siestas  and  bull-fighting,  Alcala 
de  Henares,  Spain. 

Not  only  was  there  a new  language 
everywhere  I went,  but  there  was  also  a 
completely  new  culture.  Some  of  my 
favorite  parts  of  Spain  would  have  to 
include  the  food,  the  nightlife,  the  warm 
and  friendly  people,  the  language,  and 
the  generally  welcoming  and  fun 
atmosphere  of  Madrid.  A typical  Friday 
night  in  Spain  could  start  by  meeting 
friends  around  9 o'clock  for  tapas  at  a 
restaurant  in  the  center  of  Madrid. 

You’d  share  all  the  deficious  dishes, 
ranging  from  cured  ham,  Spanish 
tortilla,  manchego  cheese,  and  of  course, 
a pitcher  of  fresh  sangria.  Unlike  in  the 
United  States,  in  Spain  you  have  to  beg 
for  your  check.  This  allows  you  to  enjoy 
your  meal  at  a leisurely  pace  and 
genuinely  catch  up  with  friends.  Next, 
you  could  head  out  to  catch  a flamenco 
show  with  five  music,  or  head  to  a 
discoteca  and  dance  the  night  away  to 
Latin  music.  Besides  being  super 
friendly,  the  young-adult  population 
makes  United  States’  youth  look  calm. 
The  party  scene  starts  no  earlier  than  1 1 
p.m.  and  can  easily  last  until  7 a.m.  This 
fact  of  life  introduced  me  to  the  next 
briUiant  Spanish  invention:  the  siesta,  a 
nap  needed  to  recover  from  the  fiesta! 

In  addition  to  having  a fun 
environment,  both  Madrid  and  Alcala 
are  really  enthusiastic  about  celebrations. 
The  Christmas  lights  in  Madrid  are  a 
sight  to  be  seen.  Whether  Christmas 
time  or  Noche  en  Blanco  — a cultural 
celebration  during  which  Madrid 
opened  its  museums  to  the  public  all 
night  — there  is  always  something 
happening.  Another  one  of  my  favorite 
parts  of  Madrid  is  the  huge  and  pick- 
pocket-filled Rastro,  a flea  market 
hosted  in  Madrid  every  Sunday.  There, 


you  could  find  a Real  Madrid  jersey  for 
a great  price,  or  you  could  get  your 
wallet  stolen;  it’s  always  a gamble,  but 
an  adventure  nonetheless. 

Two  other  pit  stops  I made  during 
my  European  excursion  were  to  Paris 
and  Rome.  While  the  Parisians  did,  at 
times,  live  up  the  closed-off  and 
somewhat  snobby  stereotype,  they 
warmed  up  when  we  spoke  Spanish  to 
them,  which  seemed  a little  odd.  In 
fact,  one  night  while  trying  French 
cuisine,  we  remembered  they  were  not 
as  friendly  to  us  when  we  spoke 
English,  so  we  told  the  waiter  we  spoke 
Spanish.  Our  plan  worked!  He  smiled 
at  us  instead  of  indifferently  guiding  us 
to  our  seats  like  the  previous  night. 
However,  when  he  sat  us  next  to  a 
family  from  Spain,  our  plan  did  not 
seem  so  brilliant  anymore.  To  add  to 
the  chaos,  on  our  other  side  sat  a couple 
from  England.  There  we  sat,  four 
Americans  pretending  to  be  Spanish  so 
the  French  would  give  us  better  service, 
only  to  be  seated  in  between  real 
Spaniards  and  English  speakers,  all 
while  in  France!  This  was  probably  my 
favorite  night;  after  we  laughed  off  the 
situation,  we  tried  duck,  escargot,  and 
creme  brulee  — it  was  worth  all  the 
embarrassment  in  the  world.  Another 
great  part  of  Paris  is  the  Eiffel  Tower. 
We  walked  710  steps  to  reach  the  tippy 
top  of  the  tower,  spotting  many  a 
construction  worker  hanging  on  the 
way  up.  Whew!  It  is  just  as  pretty,  if  not 
more  so,  at  night  with  the  light  show 
illuminating  it  every  hour. 

Moving  southeast  down  to  Rome, 
I had  an  unforgettable  time  trying  to 
pick  up  Italian  and  find  the  best  pasta. 
Italians  are  even  friendlier  than 
Spaniards,  if  that  is  possible.  The  hostel 
where  our  group  of  10  Americans 
stayed  had  a policy  starting  a 6 p.m. 
where  they  would  turn  off  the  normal 
lights  and  turn  on  the  party  black  lights. 
They  would  then  proceed  to  blare 
techno  music  in  Italian  until  everyone 
exited  their  rooms  to  come  party  and 
dance.  As  if  this  6 o’clock  party  wasn’t 
enough  every  day,  one  of  the  workers,  a 
40-something  Italian  man  named 


Salvatore,  dressed  in  tight  jeans  and  a 
leather  jacket,  would  start  dancing  on 
tables.  It  was  a riot! 

Other  Roman  escapades  included 
going  to  the  Vatican,  all  the  way  up  to 
the  cupola  for  the  best  view  of  Rome  I 
could  ever  have  imagined.  Besides  the 
awe-inspiring  views,  pasta,  gelato,  and 
coffee,  my  favorite  part  of  Rome  was 
the  Trevi  Fountain.  Initially,  I was  told 
one  coin  thrown  in  the  fountain  ensures 
you  will  return  to  Rome.  Two  means 
you  will  find  the  love  of  your  life  in 
Rome.  After  hearing  this,  I crossed  my 
fingers  and  threw  three  just  to  see.  Since 
then,  however,  I have  heard  that  three 
means  you  will  be  married  or  divorced. 
So,  I am  staying  clear  of  that  crazy  city 
until  things  cool  down,  even  though  I 
did  encounter  a few  cute,  young 
Italians! 

If  you  are  up  for  an  adventure  and 
the  best  four  months  of  your  fife,  go 
abroad.

Loyola's  Cross  Country  team  had  their  eye  on  the  ultimate  prize:  a top  finish 
at  the  MAAC  Championships.  While  both  teams  unfortunately  were  unable  to 
snag  one  of  the  coveted  top  spots  for  their  2009  season,  as  the  men  came  in  the 
sixth  and  the  women  in  fourth,  there  were  definitely  some  standout  individual 
performances. 

Senior  Dan  McDevitt,  a co-captain,  was  the  man  to  beat  this  season  and  he 
posted  incredible  results  for  Loyola.  While  competing  in  the  Paul  Short  Run  he 
shattered  the  school  course  record  by  close  to  1 0 seconds,  shaving  an 
outstanding  39  seconds  off  his  previous  personal  best  for  the  course.  And,  while 
the  men's  team  as  a whole  did  not  get  top  ranking  at  the  MAAC  championships, 
McDevitt  placed  fourth  out  of  1 27  runners.  This  was  the  best  individual  finish  ever 
for  a Greyhound  at  the  men's  conference  championship. 

The  women's  team  received  accolades  when  they  were  ranked  15th  in  the 
Mid-Atlantic  region  by  the  United  States  Track  and  Field  and  Cross  Country 
Coaches  Association.  This  marked  the  first  time  since  2006  that  one  of  the  teams 
received  a national  ranking.  The  Paul  Short  Run  also  proved  to  be  a lucky  course 
for  the  women,  as  junior  Kate  Cervo  shaved  1 minute  13  seconds  off  her  time 
from  last  year's  race.  The  women  also  found  a leader  in  junior  Amanda  Bossi, 
who  began  to  run  in  the  lead  position  for  Loyola  midway  through  the  season. 

While  the  Greyhounds  did  not  achieve  their  ultimate  team  goal  for  the 
season,  many  individual  performances  resulted  in  great  personal  achievements.

This  year's  women's  soccer  squad  hod  o season  for  the  record  books  os 
they  experienced  o program  record  14-game  unbeaten  streak.  With  the  guidance 
of  coach  Katherine  Remy  Vettori,  who  finished  her  second  season  at  Loyola,  the 
Greyhounds  went  9-0  in  the  Metro  Atlantic  Athletic  Conference  and  closed  out  the 
season  os  the  top  seed  in  the  conference  championships. 

After  clinching  the  MAAC  championships,  the  Greyhounds  received  their 
seventh  bid  to  the  NCAA  College  Cup.  In  early  November,  the  team  packed  their 
bags  and  made  their  way  to  Winston-Salem,  NC,  where  they  battled  West 
Virginia  in  the  opening  round.  Loyola  was  no  stranger  to  the  Mountaineer  team, 
as  they  had  faced  off  twice  previously,  the  Mountaineers  proving  victorious  both 
times.  Once  more.  West  Virginia  wasted  no  time  and  scored  first  just  over  one 
minute  into  the  contest,  and  yet  again  towards  the  end  af  the  first  half.  Loyola 
fought  back,  but  their  historic  season  came  to  a close  with  a 2-0  loss.

The  0-4  start  was  not  exactly  the  way  this  year's  women's  volleyball  team 
hoped  to  start  off  their  season.  But  fast-forward  to  October  and  the  team's  win 
over  rival  Siena,  their  first  win  over  the  Saints  in  seven  years,  and  they  looked  to 
be  getting  on  track. 

While  the  squad  did  not  make  it  to  the  Metro  Athletic  Conference 
tournament,  they  finished  the  season  with  a record  of  15-1  8.  They  also  snagged 
an  impressive  win  over  Maryland  in  the  Battle  of  Baltimore,  giving  the 
Greyhounds  the  runner-up  finish  in  the  tournament.

What,  if  anything,  in  your  past  led  you  to 
wanting  to  become  a professor? 

Absolutely  nothingl  I never  expected  to  end  up 
in  the  classroom,  I was  a Navy  pilot  until,  in  an 
episode  of  target-fixation,  ! failed  to  see  and 
avoid  planet  Earth.  This  is  what  you  call  a 
career-changing  event.  I went  back  to  school  on 
the  Gl  bill,  eventually  getting  the  degree  that 
led  me  to  the  classroom. 

Is  there  anything  that  you  are  most 
passionate  about  in  your  line  of  work? 

I like  programming.  Getting  a complex  machine 
to  do  exactly  what  I want  is  fun  for  me.  Of 
course,  the  machine  doesn't  do  what  you 
WANT  it  to  do;  it  does  what  you  TELL  it  to  do. 
Invoking  the  programming  spell  correctly  is  the 
challenge. 

What  is  your  current  position? 

Associate  professor  in  the  Information  Systems 
and  Operations  Management  Department  of 
the  business  school. 

What  do  you  like  to  do  in  your  personal 
time? 

I'm  a musician  on  the  hobbyist  level.  For  the 
past  dozen  years.  I've  played  in  a Baltimore 
band,  Moodswings  (http://moodswings.com). 
This  yeor,  I rejoined  the  Loyola  Jazz  Ensemble 
after  a long  hiatus.  This  requires  many  hours 
sitting  at  home  playing  exercises  and  scales, 
which  my  wife  claims  she  is  now  used  to 
hearing  and  doesn't  mind. 

What  is  your  first  memory  of  Loyola? 

I drove  on  to  the  campus  in  1 988  for  an 
interview  with  John  Burbridge,  the  department 
head  who  hired  me.  At  the  time,  there  was  a 
parking  lot  where  Sellinger  Hall  now  stands.  As 
I drove  by,  I noticed  an  empty  parking  space, 


just  calling  out  to  me.  "This  is  a good  omen,"  I 
thought  to  myself.

Second,  expect  to  relearn  things  on  your  own- 
to  rebuild  your  personal  tool  kit  of  skills— on 
your  own,  without  training  paid  for  by 
somebody  else.  Third,  resign  yourself  to  the  fact 
that,  as  you  become  more  senior,  there  will 
come  a time  when  you  can't  keep  up 
technically  with  your  subordinates.  (And  that 
last  one  is  a good  reason  for  going  into 
academe— you  don't  have  to  become  a 
managerl) 

Do  you  have  any  interesting  stories  from 
your  time  in  the  Navy? 

Well,  I already  mentioned  the  end  of  my  flying 
career.  Did  you  ever  see  the  movie  "Top  Gun?" 
That  was  filmed,  in  part,  in  the  hangar  I used  to 
fly  out  of  at  NAS  (now  MCAS)  Miramar  in  San 
Diego.  Like  Anthony  Edwards'  "Top  Gun" 
character.  Goose,  I was  involved  in  an  ejection 
(mine  was  from  an  F8  Crusader  at  450  knots). 
Unlike  Goose,  I survived.  The  cool  part  of  the 
story  is  that  I met  my  wife,  then  a Navy  nurse,  in 
Bethesda  Naval  Hospital.  So  when  people  ask 
me  how  I met  my  wife,  I say,  "She  used  to  give 
me  drugs." 

What's  your  idea  of  the  perfect  Saturday? 

No  papers  to  grade.  In  the  morning,  meet  my 
son  Mike  at  the  gym  for  some  Thai  pad  rounds. 
Afternoon  with  the  musical  toys.  Maybe  some 
Chinese  for  dinner  at  home.  Not  much  better 
than  that.

The  Jamaican  Experience  is  a 
faith-based  immersion  program 
sponsored  by  Campus  Ministry  each 
January  and  led  by  George  Miller, 
Associate  Director. 

Our  goal  is  to  introduce 
members  of  the  Loyola  Community 
to  the  reality  of  life  for  the  majority 
of  the  world’s  people  — the  materially 
poor.  We  hope  to  assist  participants 
in  considering  their  responsibilities 
to  our  sisters  and  brothers  in  greatest 
need  through  reflection,  education, 
prayer,  interaction,  and  direct 
service. 

We  live  simply  and  travel  by 
vans  to  a variety  of  sites,  serving  the 
materially  poor  of  Jamaica  through 
the  Cathohc  Diocese  ofMandeville. 
We  set  aside  time  each  day  for  prayer 
and  reflection,  as  well  as  lectures  by 
local  experts  on  the  Jamaican 
economy,  politics,  history,  health 
care,  and  environment.

Winter  Service:  The  Jamaican  Experience 
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“Technically  we  went  down  to 
Mexico  and  mixed  a lot  of  cement, 
planted  a few  trees,  and  painted 
some  walls.  But  in  reality  we  saw 
through  new  eyes,  giving  us  a once- 
in-a-lifetime  perspective.  With  eyes 
unobstructed  by  stereotypes  or 
distractions,  we  were  able  to  see  the 
power  of  family,  determination,  and 
love,”  sophomore  Michelle  Lally 
said  about  her  experience  with 
Project  Mexico.  From  December 
28,  2009,  to  January  8,  2010,  23 
participants  of  Loyola’s  23rd  Project 
Mexico  learned,  served,  and  grew 
together,  by  being  a part  of  the 
community  and  hearing  the  stories 
of  the  people  of  Mexico. 

Though  Project  Mexico  is  a 
10-day  immersion  experience,  the 
fundraising  and  preparation  efforts  of 
the  20  students  and  several  staff 
members  planning  their  trip  to 
Mexico  began  early  in  the  school 
year.  Fundraising  was  essential  in 
contributing  to  the  funds  needed  to 
spend  part  of  Christmas  break  in 
Mexico,  alongside  the  communities 
of  Tijuana,  Tecate,  and  Mexicali. 
Regardless  of  the  participants’ 
abilities  to  speak  Spanish,  they 
worked  hard  all  fall  semester  to 
prepare  and  educate  themselves 
about  the  communities  in  which 
they  would  be  immersed. 

When  the  time  came  to  travel 
to  Mexico,  the  PMexers  dove  head 
first  into  the  community,  taking  part 
in  construction  projects,  social 
activities,  educational  programs,  and 
encountering  a number  of  human 
rights  and  political  issues.  Some  of 
the  service  was  hands-on,  as 
mornings  were  spent  mixing 
cement,  painting,  planting  trees,  and 
cleaning  up  a park.  Yet  a great  part 
of  the  service  was  the  ministry  of 
presence,  as  the  participants  spent 
much  of  their  time  with  the  people

of  the  community,  cooking, 
learning,  and  sharing  meals  and 
stories. 

Participants  saw  changes  in 
themselves  on  PMex,  as  sophomore 
Greg  Torres  said  he  gained  not  only 
an  appreciation  and  understanding  of 
a different  culture,  but  an  awareness 
of  “how  blessed  and  privileged  we 
are  to  have  been  born  in  the  U.S.” 

He  also  said,  “Project  Mexico 
helped  me  to  become  more  involved 
in  service  and  develop  a passion  for 
helping  others.  It  also  increased  my 
desire  to  become  fluent  in  Spanish, 
because  I loved  being  able  to  have 
direct  dialogue  with  people  on 
PMex,  and  those  conversations 
really  changed  how  I see  things.” 

Upon  returning  from  Mexico, 
the  participants  worked  hard  to 
“bring  it  back,”  that  is,  share  with 
the  community  here  what  they 
encountered  and  learned  in  Mexico. 


One  thing  that  Greg  wants  the 
community  to  know  is  that 
“immigration  is  not  a pohtical  issue; 
it’s  a social  justice  issue.  It’s  not 
about  people  invading  our  country 
and  taking  away  our  jobs,  but  it’s 
about  living.”  The  group  is  currently 
advocating  for  immigration  reform, 
especially  by  spreading  the  word 
about  Justice  for  Immigrants 
postcards,  which  are  sent  to 
members  of  Congress  to  show 
support  for  better  treatment  of 
immigrants  and  better  conditions 
along  the  border.  Hopefully  through 
efforts  like  this,  we  can  see  the 
power  of  love  and  determination 
take  further  strides  in  the  path 
toward  social  justice.

The  Martin  Luther  King  Jr. 
Convocation  was  held  on  January’ 
20,  2010,  in  McGuire  Hall.  The 
Convocation  is  held  annually  in 
celebration  of  the  hfe,  legacy,  and 
dream  of  Dr.  King,  who  fought  for 
justice  and  freedom  in  a non-Holent 
fashion. 

The  speaker  for  the 
Convocation  was  famed  director, 
screenwriter,  producer,  and  actor 
Spike  Lee.  His  talk  felt  more  hke  an 
informal  conversation  than  an  actual 
speech.  He  particularly  encouraged 
students  to  do  in-depth  research  on 
Dr.  King  and  his  work.  Lee  also 
talked  about  his  own  experiences  in 


college  and  graduate  school  with 
filmmaking.  He  insisted  that  you 
have  to  work  hard  for  what  you 
want,  and  that  success  won’t  just 
come  overnight.  “I  didn’t  just  jump 
out  of  bed  and  become  a 
filmmaker,”  he  said. 

At  the  end  of  the  speech,  there 
was  a QKA  session  where  members 
of  the  audience  were  given  the 
opportunit}’  to  ask  Lee  questions 
about  his  films  and  the  impact  of 
media  upon  peoples’  perspectives  of 
minorities.  Loyola  students  and 
faculty,  as  well  as  members  of  the 
Baltimore  community,  attended  the 
event.

Snowpocalypse.  Snowma- 
geddon.  Storm  of  the  Century.  The 
Great  Blizzard  of  2010.  No  matter 
what  you  call  the  storm  of  February 
2010,  this  past  winter  will  go  down 
in  history  as  the  most  snow 
Baltimore  has  ever  had  in  one  year. 
Baltimore  received  30  inches  of 
snow  within  six  days,  in  what  has 
become  known  on  campus  as  “Snow 
Week.”

The  normally  busy,  green  Quad  was 
replaced  by  a peaceful  winter 
wonderland. 

The  peacefulness  did  not  last 
long,  though.  That  Saturday, 
everyone  got  together  on  the  Quad 
to  celebrate  what  is  such  a rare  event 
for  Baltimore.  “The  best  part  of 
snow  week  was  definitely  the 
campus-wide  snowball  fight.  I loved 
being  able  to  play  in  the  snow,  even 
m college!”  sophomore  Bethany 
Delcuze  said.  Several  hundred 
people  swarmed  the  Quad,  some 
decked  out  in  face  paint  and  different 
colored  shirts  depending  on  class 
year.  And  those  who  weren’t  in  the 
snowball  fight  were  sledding  down 
the  hills  in  front  of  Southwell  and 
the  library,  using  cardboard,  lunch 
trays,  trash  bags,  or  whatever  else 
could  be  scrounged  up  as  sleds.

One  week  of  service,  a lifetime 
of  change.  In  case  you  missed  the 
neon  green  SBO  shirts  on  campus 
this  spring,  that  is  the  message  they 
displayed.  This  year,  CCSJ’s  Spring 
Break  Outreach  (SBO)  program  sent 
1 20  students  and  staff  participants  to 
Baltimore;  Washington,  D.C.; 
Camden,  Newjersey;  Newark, 
Newjersey;  Ivanhoe,  Virginia; 
Immokalee.  Florida;  and  four  sites 
on  the  Gulf  Coast:  Bay  St.  Louis, 
Biloxi,  Gulfport,  and  New  Orleans. 
The  students  and  staff  spent  a week 
at  their  host  site,  living  in,  serving, 
and  learning  about  the  community. 
SBO  participants  encountered  a 
wide  range  of  social  justice  issues, 
from  urban  and  rural  poverty,  to 
housing  and  imprisonment,  to 
immigration  and  racial  barriers,  to 
homelessness  and  disaster  relief,  just 
to  name  a few. 

Many  of  the  SBO  sites,  like 
L’Arche  in  Washington,  D.C., 
which  is  a community  for  adults 
with  disabilities,  focused  on  getting 
to  know  the  people  in  the  comm- 


unity. Junior  Tara  Mastoris,  who 
spent  Spring  Break  at  L’Arche,  said 
“The  L’Arche  community  truly 
taught  us  the  beauty  of  serving  others 
by  simply  being  in  their  presence, 
something  that  seems  so  small.  But 
it’s  all  about  the  love.”  Katie 
Murray,  a sophomore  who 
participated  in  SBO  Camden,  found 
that  her  group  was  “continually 
inspired  by  the  strength  of  the  people 
we  met  and  by  the  love  expressed  by 
the  volunteers,  workers,  and  citizens 
for  their  community.”  Many  of  the 
groups  found  themselves  welcomed 
most  graciously  into  communities, 
even  if  the  site’s  reputation  might 
have  suggested  otherwise.  The 
generosity  and  compassion  of  the 
volunteers  and  community  members 
showed  the  power  of  small  acts  of 
kindness. 

One  of  the  most  important 
parts  of  SBO  is  taking  what  was 
learned  on  each  trip  and  bringing  it 
back  home.  On  April  7,  2010,  SBO 
sponsored  Advocacy  Day  on  the 
Quad  not  only  as  an  opportunity  to 


educate  the  Loyola  community 
about  some  of  the  issues 
encountered  on  SBO,  but  also  to 
advocate  for  social  justice  in  some 
way.  Each  site  group  picked  an  issue 
that  they  felt  was  important,  and 
wrote  to  Congress  about  the  issue  or 
a way  to  address  it.  Signatures  were 
collected  on  the  Quad  from  anyone 
who  wanted  to  support  these  efforts. 

Of  course,  the  friendships  that 
SBO  participants  made  both  with 
people  in  the  communities  and  with 
their  groups  made  the  experience 
that  much  more  memorable.  Janine 
Musheno,  a junior  and  site  leader  for 
SBO  Newark,  said  her  favorite  thing 
about  SBO  is  “living,  learning,  and 
growing  with  a group  of  people  that 
become  your  family.  I loved  that  we 
were  able  to  have  a lot  of  fun 
without  spending  our  break  at  the 
beach.  And  we  learned  that  not  only 
could  we  change  the  lives  of  those 
we  served  on  SBO,  but  we  could 
change  as  individuals  as  well.”

It  was  a year  for  the  record  books  as  the  women's  lacrosse 
team  advanced  to  their  first-ever  BIG  EAST  tournament.  The  team 
made  it  all  the  way  to  the  semifinals  before  falling  to  Georgetown. 
Helping  the  Greyhounds  make  it  that  far  was  junior  Grace  Gavin, 
who  recorded  the  best  individual  season  in  Loyola  history  and  was 
ultimately  named  the  BIG  EAST  Attack  Player  of  the  Year.  She  now 
holds  a Loyola  record  for  most  points  in  a single  season,  with  87 
points  scored. 

The  Greyhounds  also  led  the  country  in  caused  turnovers  per 
game  for  the  second  year  running.  The  duo  of  Grace  Gavin  and 
senior  Emily  Gibson  combined  for  97  goals  and  135  points  during 
the  season,  the  eighth-most  for  any  duo  in  the  NCAA  this  season. 
Ending  the  season  with  a record  of  1 1-7,  the  Greyhounds  also 
recorded  another  historic  event  when  they  played  their  600th  game. 
Loyola  finds  themselves  in  good  company  with  this  accomplishment, 
as  only  two  other  Division  1 programs  have  achieved  this  feat.

With  students  decked  out  in  "Duke  I am  Your  Father"  t-shirts, 
the  Greyhounds  played  the  inaugural  game  in  Loyola's  new  Ridley 
Athletic  Complex.  While  they  eventually  lost  9-1  1 against  the  rival 
Duke  team,  this  game  kicked  off  an  exciting  season  that  ended  with 
an  appearance  in  the  NCAA  Division  1 Championships. 

Their  appearance  in  the  NCAA  Division  1 Championships 
marked  the  1 7th  time  in  school  history  that  the  team  had  progressed 
this  far.  Playing  Cornell  on  May  15,  the  Greyhounds  fell  in  the  first 
round  after  an  extremely  intense  game.  Enduring  a triple  overtime 
game,  complete  with  an  amazing  comeback  in  which  the 
Greyhounds  scored  six  straight  unanswered  goals,  they  eventually 
went  down  in  a 10-11  loss. 

Rising  as  high  as  sixth  in  national  rankings,  the  Greyhounds 
finished  their  season  with  a record  of  9-5.

The  thing  I always  tell  people 
is,  this  was  the  life  that  was  given  to  me 
and  I’m  doing  my  best  to  make  the 
most  of  it.  What  I went  through  in  the 
past  has  made  me  who  I am  today  and  if 
I had  to  do  it  aU  over  again,  I wouldn’t 
change  a thing.  I don’t  want  people  to 
look  at  me  and  feel  sorry  for  me  because 
of  what  I went  through;  I want  them  to 
look  at  me  and  see  that  anything  is 
possible  as  long  as  you  are  willing  to 
work  hard  for  what  you  want  in  life. 

I want  to  thank  Loyola  for  a great 
four  years  and  helping  me  to  prepare 
myself  even  more  for  whatever  is 
awaiting  me  in  my  future.

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ONCE  INAUGURATED,  President  Barack  Obama  got  down  to  business, 
signing  executive  orders  banning  barsh  interrogation  techniques  of  suspected 
terrorists  on  his  second  day  in  office.  The  ban  was  Obama's  first  step  toward 
closing  the  prisons  at  Guantanamo  Bay.  ONE  WEEK  LATER,  the  president 
signed  a labor  act  guaranteeing  equal  pay  for  all  workers.  Regarding  tbe 
act,  Obama  explained  that  he  saw  the  inequality  as  a family  issue,  not  just  a 
women's  issue.  ATTENTION  TO  THE  ECONOMY  brought  the  S787 
billion  economic  stimulus  package  in  the  form  of  February's  American  Recovery 


and  Reinvestment  Act,  controversial  legislation  which  the  administration 
claimed  sparked  growth  as  early  as  the  third  quarter. 

A TOTAL  TROOP  WITHDRAWAL  from  Iraq  by  the  end  of  201 1 was 
announced  on  February  27,  and  just  a month  later  Obama  announced  a 
renewed  commitment  to  Afghanistan  and  plans  to  send  an  additional  21,000 
new  troops  there.  LONDON'S  G-20  SUMMIT  allowed  leaders  from 
nations  worldwide,  as  well  as  regional  groups  and  international  institutions,  to 
strategize  ways  to  revive  the  global  economy  and  stimulate  growth. 


SOMALI  PIRATES  hijacked  an  American  ship  in  the  Indian  Ocean  off  the  Horn  of  Africa  and 
took  Captain  Richard  Phillips  hostage  in  April.  The  ship,  the  Maersk  Alabama,  was  carrying  food 
and  other  aid  supplies  for  the  World  Food  Program.  The  five-day  ordeal  ended  when  U.S.  Navy  SEAL 
snipers  killed  three  pirates,  freeing  Phillips.  BEA  ARTHUR,  two-time  Emmy  award  winner, 
died  of  cancer  at  86.  Probably  best  known  for  her  Golden  fth/s  character  Dorothy  Zbornak,  Arthur 
began  her  acting  career  on  Broadway,  winning  a Tony  in  the  original  stage  production  of  Marne. 
A50T01  LONGSHOT  won  the  135th  Kentucky  Derby.  Jockey  Calvin  Borel  and  Mine  That 
Bird  came  from  behind  on  a muddy  track  to  win  the  race  by  nearly  seven  lengths.  VOCALIST 
SUSAN  BOYLE  became  an  overnight  sensation  on  Britain's  Got  Talent.  Her  performance 
quickly  became  one  of  the  most  watched  videos  on  YouTube.  Despite  a second-place  finish  in  the 
competition,  Boyle's  first  album,  I Dreamed  a Dream,  became  the  biggest-selling  album  in  the  world 
for  2DD9  in  just  six  weeks.  NORTH  CAROLINA'S  TARHEELS  beat  Michigan  State  89-72 
in  the  men's  Pinal  Lour,  avenging  a title  game  loss  to  Kansas  the  previous  season.  With  the  help 
of  upperclassmen  Tyler  Hansbrough,  Wayne  Ellington,  Ty  Lawson  and  Danny  Green,  all  of  whom 
opted  to  return  for  another  year  with  coach  Roy  Williams  rather  than  heading  to  the  NBA,  the 
Tarheels  cruised  to  their  fifth  national  title  and  their  second  in  five  years.  A unanimous  pre-season 
No.  1,  the  team  was  UNC's  first  since  1982  to  start  and  finish  the  year  in  the  nation's  top  spot. 
CONFICKERWORM,  a computer  virus  that  targeted  the  Microsoft  Windows  operating 
system,  was  estimated  to  have  infected  more  than  15  million  computers.  It  was  believed  to  be  the 
worst  computer  virus  since  the  SDL  slammer  worm  in  2DD3.  In  February  20D9,  Microsoft  offered  a 
S25D,0D0  reward  for  help  with  finding  and  arresting  the  people  who  created  the  computer  worm.

In  accordance  with  agreements  with  Iraq,  American  troops  completed  their 
withdrawal  from  Iraqi  cities  and  transferred  the  responsibility  of  securing  the  cities  to  Iraqi  troops. 
IRANIAN  ELECTION  PROTESTS  lasted  months  and  resulted  in  at  least  36  confirmed 
deaths  after  it  was  announced  that  President  Mahmoud  Ahmadinejad  had  won  re-election  with 
nearly  63%  of  the  vote.  Results  were  later  certified  and  Ahmadinejad  was  sworn  in  for  a second 
term  in  office  on  August  5.  SERENA  WILLIAMS  beat  her  sister,  Venus,  in  the  final  match  at 
Wimbledon  to  win  her  third  Grand  Slam  victory  of  the  year.  Then  the  sisters  paired  to  beat  Aussies 
Samanatha  Stosur  and  Rennae  Stubbs,  winning  the  doubles  title  the  same  day.  HLILLI.  a free  app 
that  allowed  viewers  to  watch  television  shows  on  the  web,  gained  traction.  Some  studies  showed 
as  many  as  45%  of  all  teens  watched  "TV"  on  the  internet.  AL  FRANKEN,  a former  Saturday 
Night  Live  comedian  and  satirist,  finally  won  his  seat  in  the  Senate  after  the  Minnesota  Supreme 
Court  rejected  incumbent  Norm  Coleman's  myriad  challenges.  The  final  recount  gave  Franken  the 
victory  by  312  votes.  NBA  CHAMPION  L.A.  LAKERS  won  their  15th  title  on  June  14, 
defeating  the  Orlando  Magic  99-86  to  clinch  the  title  in  just  five  games.  Lakers  star  Kobe  Bryant 
was  named  M.V.P.  after  scoring  30  points  in  tbe  final  game  and  162  in  the  series.

Vice  President  Joe  Biden,  Secretary  of  State  Elillary  Clinton,  former  Presidents 
Bill  Clinton,  George  W.  Bush  and  Jimmy  Carter,  and  First  Lady  Michelle  Obama  also  attended. 
Kennedy  was  buried  at  Arlington  National  Cemetery  next  to  his  brothers.  President  John  F.  Kennedy 
and  Senator  Robert  F.  Kennedy.  A WEB  ATTACK  targeted  at  a specific  pro-Georgian  blogger 
incapacitated  Twitter  for  two  hours  on  August  6.  Twitter  and  other  social  networks  like  Facebook 
and  LiveJournal  were  overwhelmed  by  denial-of-service  attacks  disrupting  access  to  more  than 
300  million  users.  Botnets  - thousands  of  infected  home  and  workplace  PCs  - flooded  the  web 
with  nuisance  requests,  cutting  off  access  to  anyone  else.  Twitter,  the  micro-blogging  site  where 
users  post  140-character  messages  to  their  followers  - soared  in  popularity  in  2009.  According 
to  comScore,  a Web  tracking  firm,  the  site  had  44  million  unique  visitors  in  the  month  of  June. 
SUPREME  CDURT  JUSTICE  Sonia  Sotomayor  was  confirmed  by  the  Senate  as  Associate 
Justice  of  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court,  replacing  David  Souter  who  retired  in  June.  Sotomayor,  who  rose 
from  the  housing  projects  of  the  Bronx  to  the  top  of  the  legal  profession  by  way  of  Princeton  and  Yale 
Law,  made  history  as  the  nation's  third  female  and  first  Elispanic  Supreme  Court  justice.

FLU  SHOT  CUNICS  were  set  up  in  wpirkplaces  and  schools  from  coast 
to  coast  as  the  government  and  the  COC  suggested  that  as  many  people  as 
possible  be  vaccinated  against  the  H 1 N 1 virus  that  led  to  hundreds  of  school 
closings  in  the  spring  of  2009.  AN  EARLY  START  to  the  flu  season  meant 
victims  were  affected  in  higher  numbers  and  more  extremely  than  usual,  and 
that  the  flu's  peak  activity  came  in  late  October  and  early  November  rather  than 
March.  Until  the  vaccine  arrived,  anyone  with  Hf  Nl's  potential  respiratory 
symptoms  was  encouraged  to  stay  home  rather  than  infecting  classmates  or 


co-workers.  IN  OCTOBER,  the  vaccine  began  arriving  in  both  injected  and 
nasal  spray  forms.  Within  four  months,  97  million  H 1 N 1 vaccine  doses  had 
been  given  to  86  million  people  in  the  United  States.  TRULY  PANDEMIC, 
the  H 1 N 1 influenza  infected  approximately  57  million  Americans  or  slightly 
more  than  18  percent  of  the  population  between  April  2009  and  February 
2010.  About  11,690  people  died  and  nearly  260,000  were  hospitalized  from 
the  viral  infection,  which  was  also  known  as  swine  flu.  THE  THREAT  of  an 
additional  outbreak  loomed  as  the  annual  flu  season  waned.

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MTV'S  2009  VIDEO  MUSIC  AWARDS  were  going  to  be  different  from  the  start.  In 
addition  to  recognizing  current  work,  anticipation  of  a Michael  Jackson  tribute  ran  high.  Instead, 
Kanye  West  literally  stole  the  show,  grabbing  the  mic  during  20-year-old  country/pop  star  Taylor 
Swift's  Best  Female  Video  acceptance  speech  for  a quick  rant  about  Beyonce  Knowles  being  more 
deserving.  Swift  went  on  to  win  the  Grammy  for  Album  of  the  Year  for  her  second  album,  Fearless. 
ACTOR  PATRICK  SWAYZE  died  at  age  57,  after  suffering  from  pancreatic  cancer  for 
nearly  two  years.  Of  his  more  than  30  movies,  he  was  best-known  for  his  roles  as  romantic  leading 
men  in  the  films  Dirty  Dancing  and  Ghost.  A GIANT  MYLAR  BALLOON  took  off  from  a 
family's  yard  in  northern  Colorado,  and  nationwide  panic  erupted  when  it  was  reported  that  the  six- 
year-old  son  might  be  aboard  the  20-foot-long,  saucer-shaped  helium  flyer.  A runway  at  the  Denver 
airport  was  shut  down  and  search  and  rescue  crews  scoured  the  area  below  the  craft's  50-mile 
flight  path  for  the  child,  who  was  later  found  hiding  in  the  garage.  Subsequent  interviews  revealed 
that  the  event  had  been  planned.  The  couple  was  billed  for  search  services  and  both  parents 
were  sentenced  to  jail  time.  THE  WORLD'S  TALLEST  BUILDING,  the  Burj  Khalifa 
in  Dubai,  U.A.E.  was  completed  on  October  1 and  opened  on  January  5, 2010.  Named  after  the 
leader  of  neighboring  oil-rich  Abu  Dhabi,  which  contributed  billions  of  dollars  to  keep  Dubai  afloat, 
the  building  housed  a hotel,  offices  and  luxury  apartments.  At  2,717  feet,  the  tower  with  a public 
observation  deck  on  the  124th  floor  was  the  tallest  man-made  structure  ever  built.  "BEATLES 
DAY"  was  celebrated  worldwide  on  09/09/09  when  re-mastered  versions  of  The  Beatles'  albums 
were  released,  on  the  same  day  the  video  game  The  Beatles:  Rock  Band  was  released.

SHDDTINGS  AT  FDRT  HDDD  killed  13  and 
injured  30  on  November  5.  Major  Nidal  Malik  Hasan  opened  fire  on  fellow  soldiers  at  the  Fort  Hood 
U.S.  Army  base  in  Texas;  some  reports  suggested  he  was  unhappy  about  an  upcoming  deployment. 

NASCAR'S  LDNGEST  STREAK  of  consecutive  series  championships  belonged  to 
Jimmie  Johnson,  who  surpassed  Gale  Yarbrough  when  he  clinched  his  fourth  title  in  a row,  winning 
seven  races  in  back-to-back  seasons.

TILIKUM  THE  ORCA  was  not  in  the  pool  when  SeaWorld  Orlando's  show,  Believe:  The 
Sensational  Shamu  Show,  reopened  just  three  days  after  the  six-ton  orca  attacked  and  drowned 
veteran  trainer  Dawn  Brancheau  on  February  24.  The  show  featured  trainers  using  hand  signals 
to  instruct  the  whales  to  leap,  twirl  and  wave  to  or  splash  the  audience.  AN  OVERTIME 
VICTORY  in  hockey  gave  Canada  the  Olympic  gold  the  host  nation  craved  on  the  last  day  of 
Winter  Games.  The  3-2  win  over  Team  U.S.A.  came  7:40  into  the  extra  period  when  22-year-old 
Sidney  Crosby  sent  goalie  Ryan  Miller  a surprise  wrist  shot.  Miller  was  the  series  M.V.P.  and  Crosby, 
a native  of  Nova  Scotia,  became  the  youngest  ever  captain  of  a Stanley  Cup-winning  team  in  2009, 
when  his  Pittsburgh  Penguins  beat  the  Detroit  Red  Wings  four  games  to  three.  CANADA'S 
JOANNIE  ROCHEHE  captured  viewers'  hearts,  competing  in  women's  figure  skating  after 
her  mother  succumbed  to  a heart  attack  in  Vancouver  just  days  before.  The  24-year-old  from  Ouebec 
took  bronze  and  became  one  of  the  most  personal  stories  of  the  Vancouver  Games.  Korea's  Yu-Na 
Kim  became  her  country's  first-ever  Olympic  figure  skating  medalist  when  she  broke  the  200-point 
mark  and  captured  the  gold  medal  AN  ICEBERG  COLLISION  WITH  ANTARCTICA 
dislodged  another  massive  block  of  ice  from  the  continent  in  February.  The  original  iceberg,  known 
as  B9B,  measured  60  miles  in  length  and  had  broken  free  from  Antarctica  more  than  20  years 
ago.  The  new  iceberg  weighed  in  at  roughly  700  billion  tons  and,  at  48  x 24  miles,  contained  the 
equivalent  of  one  fifth  of  the  world's  annual  total  water  usage.  The  two  icebergs  drifted  together 
off  the  east  coast  of  Antarctica.  U.S.  BOBSLED  GOLD  ended  a 62-year  Olympic  drought  for 
America  when  two-time  World  Champion  Night  Train  pilot  Steve  Holcomb  with  crew  Justin  Olsen 
and  Steve  Mesler  and  brakeman  Curtis  Tomasevicz  dominated  action  in  Whistler.  The  win  meant 
Germany's  Andre  Lange,  who  took  gold  in  the  two-man  race,  failed  in  his  attempt  to  capture  five 
Olympic  golds  in  as  many  attempts.  AN  8.8  EARTHQUAKE  IN  CHILE  on  February  27 
toppled  buildings,  left  more  than  300  dead  and  caused  tsunami  evacuations  as  far  away  as  Hawaii 
and  Japan.  While  the  quake  was  significantly  more  powerful  than  the  Haitian  temblor  that  caused 
massive  devastation  in  January,  the  damage  was  minimized  by  its  relatively  deep  epicenter  and 
strict  Chilean  building  codes  that  followed  massive  damage  caused  by  a huge  quake  in  1960. 
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
